or  for  making  any  amendment  of  a like  nature  to  any 
former  Act, — shall  require  a Notice,  clearly  and  dis- 
tinctly specifying  tlie  nature  and  object  of  the  appli- 
cation, to  be  published  ns  follows  : — 

A notice  inserted  in  the  British  Columria  Gazette, 
and  in  one  newspaper  published  in  the  District  affect- 
ed, or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published  therein, 
then  in  a newspaper  in  the  next  nearest  District  in 
which  a newspaper  is  published. 

8uch  notice  shall  be  continued  in  each  case  for  a 
period  of  at  least  six  weeks,  during  the  interval  of 
time  between  the  close  of  the  next  preceding  Session 
and  the  consideration  of  the  Petition.  • 

Before  any  Petition,  praying  for  leave  to  bring  in 
a Private  Bill  for  tlie  erection  of  a Toll  Bridge  is 
presented  to  the  House,  the  person  or  persons  intend- 
to  petition  for  such  Bill  shall,  upon  giving  the  notice 
ing  prescribed  by  the  preceding  rule,  also  at  the  same 
time  and  in  the  same  manner,  give  notice  of  the  rates 
which  they  intend  to  ask,  the  extent  of  the  privilege, 
the  height  of  the  arches,  the  interval  between  the 
abutments  or  piers  for  the  passage  of  rafts  and  vessels, 
and  mentiouiug  also  w'hether  they  intend  to  erect  a 
drawbridge  or  not,  and  the  dimensions  of  the  same.
